hese answers are full of surprises. More important, 

they’re full of hope. The facts should encourage every 
parent to develop his child’s brain power to the maximum, 
whatever his IQ. Here they are: 





What is meant by a “*gifted child”? 





We can’t draw a sharp line between gifted and non-gifted 
at some given IQ level. However, many psychologists today 
use the same measure by which Professor Lewis ‘Terman 
chose his original 1,528 gifted children: All were within the 
top | per cent of the school population in intelligence, and 
all but a few had an IQ of 140 or above. 


How can you tell whether your child is gifted? 


Ihe surest way is to have him tested by a qualified psy- 
chologist. Also watch for these early signs reported by par- 
ents of ‘Terman’s children: Quick understanding, insatiable 
curiosity, a wide range of information, a retentive memory, 
a large vocabulary, and unusual interest in numbers, 
atlases, encyclopedias. 

Nearly half of these children could read before starting 
school. (But you shouldn’t try to teach your child to read 
carly unless he is driven by his own desire to do so. You can

intelligence, but you cannot change 
that intelligence by one IQ point.) 


Can average parents have a 
gifted child? 

Yes. Some of the children in the 
Terman study had parents of aver- 
age intelligence. 

However, the statistics show that 
superior minds do tend to run in 
families. There were 182 families 
with more than one child in Ter- 
man’s group; a number had three 
or four, two families had five! 
Based on chance alone, the odds of 
selecting even two children from 
the same family were 10,000 to 1 

Now that these subjects have 
families of their own, this tendency 
of superior minds to run in families 
is confirmed. The average of their 
offsprings’ IQ is 133. While this is 
below the subjects’ mean of 151, it’s 
far above average. One-third of the 
youngsters tested over 140. 


Is a gifted child likely to be 
frail, nervous, or antisocial? 

That’s the old stereotype, but 
how wrong it is! 

Frail? Doctors found that gifted 
children were larger, had fewer 
physical defects, learned to walk 
and talk sooner, and reached pu- 
berty younger than other children 
with whom they were compared. 

Nervous? Doctors and teachers 
reported nervousness about the 
same or slightly less for gifted 
children than for the group of 
children used for comparison. 

Antisocial? In leadership, teach- 
ers placed 70 per cent of the gifted 
ones above the average of their 
classmates. On other social traits, 
such as popularity, they rated 
slightly above the average. 


More neurotics among the 
gifted? 

You'll find some neurotics in 
any large group. However, the 
gifted group has no more than its 
share. Mental illness and suicides 
agreed closely with figures for the 
general population. An estimated 
7 per cent of the nation’s men and 
1 per cent of its women are prob- 
lem drinkers, compared to only 1 
per cent and !4 per cent of the 
gifted. 

For delinquency the difference 
is even greater. Only 6 of the more 
than 1,500 subjects have police rec- 
ords. (Three boys had juvenile rec- 
ords and one man served a prison 
term for forgery. All are rehabili- 
tated. Two women have been ar- 
rested for vagrancy.) 


Don’t a lot of these gifted 
youngsters get poor marks in 
school? 

No. Those who do are an excep- 
tion. Take the case of C. J. At 17, 
he would not respond to school 
discipline and was failing most of 
his subjects. But today. without 
benefit of college, he heads a 
branch of a military research cen- 
ter for guided missile instrumenta- 
tion. 

Why does this happen? During the

'20s, when C. J. was a boy, few 
schools provided either the coun- 
seling or the challenging curricu- 
lum which the gifted child requires. 
Although his IQ was 154, C. J. was 
expected to conform to a school 
routine designed for IQs of 100 or 
110. 

Today, happily, many school 
districts (though not all) have 
adopted rapid advancement, en- 
riched curriculum, and_ other 
methods to challenge fast learners. 


Should gifted children be 
allowed to skip grades? 

All of Professor Terman’s evi- 
dence says ‘‘Yes.”’ The children in 
his study were accelerated an aver- 
age of one grade, but tests showed 
that they had enough knowledge to 
skip four grades. Fast advancement 
challenges the gifted child and pre- 
vents boredom and lazy habits. He 
can be ready younger for college, 
advanced study, and marriage, too. 

There were more successful men 
among the gifted subjects who had 
been allowed to skip grades than 
among those who had been ad- 
vanced only one grade at a time. 

But won't rapid promotion make a 
child nervous and add to his social 
problems? More than half the accel- 
erated students felt that it had some 
disadvantages. However, any dis- 
advantages must have been mild 
and temporary. When scored ob- 
jectively on social adjustment, ex- 
tracurricular activities, mental 
health, vocational success, and 
marital happiness, it was the non- 
accelerated students who appear 
to have been handicapped. 


Does the bright child *“*burn 
out” early and become a 
mediocre adult? 


This is another myth which Pro- 
fessor Terman has exploded. 

The gifted children were still 
going strong in college. More than 
one-third of them won honors such 
as election to Phi Beta Kappa, or 
were graduated cum laude. Some 46 
per cent of the men are in the pro- 
fessions. Another 41 per cent are in 
top managerial, official, and semi- 
professional fields. 

By comparing childhood and 
adult intelligence test scores, Pro- 
fessor Terman showed that the 
average person does not slip men- 
tally. In fact, intellectual stature 
may actually increase with time. 
What should the bright youth 
do if he can’t afford college? 

Usually, the bright child will 
make an extra effort to attend col- 


lege. Despite the fact that most of 


Terman’s children finished high 
school during the depression, near- 
ly 70 per cent completed college. 
(Today’s average for college grad- 
uation is 12 per cent of all young 
people.) Over half of the men and 
one-third of the women went on 

to take advanced degrees. 
Today’s gifted high school grad- 
uate finds many scholarships avail- 
able for which he may qualify. O1

After completing her first 
novel, she switched to a career in 
art and won high praise for her 
sculpture. Later she developed a 
thriving business in real estate. 


Do gifted people earn more 
money? 

Most of them do. In 1954, nearly 
one-third of the gifted in the study 
earned a family income of more 
than $15,000 a year, while only 1 
per cent of the United States popu- 
lation was doing as well. Apparent- 
ly, gifted women marry good pro- 
viders, too. The average family in- 
come for them and their husbands 
was $9,740 
Will the person with superior 
intelligence find difficulty in 
sex adjustment? 


Contrary to popular opinion, 
gifted people are just like anyone 
else when it comes to sex. In testing 
the gifted group on marital happi- 
ness, Professor Terman included 
several questions on sexual adjust- 
ment.

[The gifted men and women 
proved to be just as normal as their 
spouses. Also, there was not a single 
item on which the responses of the 
gifted subjects differed reliably 
from those of 792 nen-gifted re- 
spondents of the same sex. 

Che results for these two groups 
were nearly identical. 


Does a high 1Q insure success? 

No, [Q alone is not enough. The 
most successful 20 per cent and the 
least successful 20 per cent of the 
gifted men averaged almost the 
same IQ when they were children. 

To find out what made the dif- 
ference, the researchers had the 
men themselves, their wives, and 
their parents rate them on a list of 
traits. Then the ratings of the suc- 
cessful and of the unsuccessful 
were compared. 

In many respects they were alike 
but on three important traits all 
the ratings placed the successful 
men far above the unsuccessful. 
They were: perseverance, _ self- 
confidence, and the ability to di- 
rect mental and physical energies 
toward goals 


Will the gifted person's 
marriage be as happy as the 
average? 

Statistics say it will. More than 
85 per cent of the gifted and their 
spouses rated their marriage hap- 
According to 
other studies, only 65 per cent of 
couples in general are happily mar- 
ried. The number of divorces in the 
gifted group does not differ much 
from any other group of husbands 
and wives 

When asked to name those as- 
pects of life in which they found 
greatest satisfaction, more than 70 
per cent of both gifted men and 
women cited their marriage 

Being highly intelligent was no 
obstacle to marriage for either sex. 
In fact, of the gifted women who 
were graduated from college, 86 
per cent married, while only 74 per 
cent of all women graduates marry. 

Gifted women marry well. Their 
husbands have “‘well above aver- 
age” intelligence. A large propor- 
tion hold professional, high mana- 
gerial, or semi-professional posi-

tions. 


What about the adjustment of 
sifted women to being “‘just 
housewives’? 

Apparently this isn’t a problem 
to most gifted women. Ona marital 
happiness test. gifted men and 
women both gave more “happy” 
answers than couples chosen at 
random. ‘Marriage’ and ‘“‘chil- 
dren” were the sources of satisfac- 
tion most often named by the 
women 

About a third of the gifted wives 
hold full- or part-time jobs. Others, 
like H. M., are too busy at home 
for outside activities. 

H. M. had a childhood IQ of 192

Science degree, she married a fel- 
low scientist. In 11 years she had 
eight children, including three sets 
of twins! 

What has staying at home and having 
babies done to H. M.’s intelligence? 
When tested a few years ago, she 
again scored near the top of the en- 
tire gifted group. (Incidentally, her 
husband scored equally high.) 

When asked how they felt they 
had lived up to their intellectual 
abilities, more than half the gifted 
housewives replied at least ‘“‘rea- 
sonably well.” 

Are intellectual gifts wasted on wom- 
en? Melita Oden, who collaborated 
with Professor Terman on the re- 
port, doesn’t think so: “There are 
many intangible kinds of accom- 
plishment and success open to the 
housewife, and it is debatable 
whether the fact that a majority of 
gifted women prefer housewifery 
to more intellectual pursuits repre- 
sents a net waste of brainpower. . . . 
No one has yet devised a way to 
measure the contribution of a 
woman who makes her marriage a 
success, inspires her husband, and 
sends forth well-trained children 
into the world.” 


Are gifted people radical in 
their social and political 
views? 

No. The gifted group now aver- 
age a little to the right of center 
in their own opinion. In 1940 and 
again in 1950, Professor Terman 
asked them to rate themselves on a 
scale from 1 (extremely radical) to 
9 (extremely conservative). In 
1950, they averaged 5.57 for men, 
5.38 for women. This was a notice- 
able shift.to the right as the group 
grew older, although some individ- 
uals became more liberal. 

Only 6 of 21 occupational groups 
considered themselves left of cen- 
ter: Personnel and welfare work- 
ers, authors and journalists, clergy-

First, 
we must determine what consti- 
tutes happiness, for it varies with 
every individual. Professor Terman 
put the question to the group 
Nearly half of them gave these five 
essentials to happiness 

Vocational satisfaction, a sense 
of achievement 

A happy marriage 
up a family satisfactorily 

Adequate income for comfort- 
able living 

Contributing to the knowledge 
or welfare of mankind. 

Peace of mind, well-adjusted 
personality. 

All the evidence strongly sug- 
gests that, by these standards, most 
gifted children grow up to be very 
happy people!

SELL A HOUSE 


For most of us, nothing counts more toward our next house than a favorable 
sale of the one we now have. These pages show you how this stepping-up 
should go. You’ll learn what improvements will return your investment 
royally—you’ll attract more buyers, speed the sale. We suggest that 

you read now for inspiration, keep the pages for reference later.* 


L. the average year, two million families sell a house 
to get a new one. Most of these sellers start badly—they 
throw away time and dollars that could have been put to 
a better next house. What always should be a satisfying 
step upward becomes, instead, a stumbling and drawn- 
out business. This doesn’t need to happen to you—and 
won’t—if you follow these five simple strategies: 


i—Get the house ready. 
2—Determine the right price. 
3—Know how a realtor can help. 
4—Have the information buyers want. 
—Use showmanship in selling. | 


Get the house ready 


Start on this when you first decide to sell 
your house, even before you call in a realtor 
or decide on the price. Its appearance will 
affect realtors’ valuations, let alone what a 
buyer might pay. Buyers want either a 
house that looks well kept or a house that 
carries a low price tag. 

One couple paid $15,000 for their home 
ten years ago. They hoped to get $22,000. A knowing 
realtor advised them that the house could bring more if 
painted and spruced up. So they spent $700 to have the 
outside painted. They did the rooms themselves, put up 
new curtains, eliminated the unnecessary furnishings, 
and then called the realtor back. He listed the house at 
$27,000, then sold it very soon for $25,000. 

You may not need to invest that much to get your 
house ready. But do what has to be done beforehand, in- 
stead of being forced to lower your price in the end. Pro- 
spective buyers aren’t impressed by discussions of how 
you intended to repair that back step, and no matter how 
much you or a realtor encourages them, they usually 
can’t visualize what the house could look like.

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The vital first impression 


Many realtors have prospects walk or drive very slowly 
by your house to give them a good first look. What they 
see on the way to your door must make them want to 
come in and see more. 

You should take a fresh look at your property from 
across the street and walk up to the door yourself to 
gauge the way a potential buyer will react. 

This check list will help you judge whether your house 
needs some preparation before you sell. 


FIX UP THE OUTSIDE 


Have your lawn at its best. It should be trimmed 
and edged as neatly as possible; a beautiful lawn 
makes a powerful first impressien. If the season is 
right, an extra feeding of fertilizer will make the 
grass look lush and green. 


Clean up side yards. They should be neat, free of 
refuse and playthings, flower borders watered and 
cultivated, shrubs trimmed, walks edged. Are there 
any neighboring washlines or other unsightly views 
that could easily be screened? 


Check the paint, to be sure it’s in good condition. 
If you can’t afford to paint the whole house, paint- 
ing the front door and window sills will help. Even 
a good scrubbing often brightens the front door 
and improves that first impression. Of course, every 
window should be sparkling clean. 


Replace any torn screens or cracked windows. 
One realtor tells of an otherwise lovely, well-kept 
home that was hard to sell because the owner hadn’t 
bothered to replace the screen on the front door 
that the family dog had ripped. 


Inspect the roof and gutters. Are there any miss- 
ing shingles to replace? Are all the gutters and 
downspouts in their proper position? Do they need 
to be painted or repaired? 





Have your home well-lighted. No homeseeker wants 
to be shown a dark house. Open draperies and blinds, re- 
place small bulbs in the basement with 100-watters. 
Have shades and blinds uniform-——not one up, one down. 
Put everything in order. The less-cluttered a room, the 
bigger it seems. Go through the whole house and toss out 
bundles of newspapers, empty jars you’ve saved, and all 
such accumulations. Give away unwanted books, out- 
grown toys, discarded furnishings. Remove any unneces- 
sary furniture. To you the rooms will probably seem bar- 
ren; to visitors they’ll seem spacious, 


Check all the plumbing. Fix any leaky faucets and 
valves. Turn up water pressure if you’ve been keeping it 
down. Otherwise, buyers will think the pipes are plugged. 


Have all plaster in top shape. Cracks in plaster (or 
nail-pops and visible seams in dry walls) often worry 
buyers. Actually, it’s not as costly to fix cracks as you 
might fear—and this is an investment that should pay 
back big dividends in your sale price. 


Redecorate if necessary. This, too, will pay off big. 
Select noncontroversial colors, avoid busy wallpaper. 
Some buyers dislike unusual decorating, and won’t be 
impressed by how much you paid. If redecorating isn’t 
possible, wash walls, doors, moldings. Give the bathroom 
particular heed. Bright, clean bathrooms help sell houses. 


Clean the kitchen till it sparkles. 
Eye appeal is very important here. 
Make sure the range is clean. Worn | 2 x

so that they won’t look jammed. 


Straighten up all closets. These are certain to be in- 
spected. Lubricate any sticky doors; arrange garments 
neatly; remove some if crowded. One family made its 
modest closets better looking by having clothes in gar- 
ment bags; shoes in shoe bags; hats in boxes; all belts 
and ties on neat racks inside the doors. 


Indicate a play area. Indoor playrooms are much in de- 
mand today. If you have none, you can contrive a base- 
ment play area by painting the walls white and putting 
down a felt-base floor covering in lieu of the more perma- 
nent and more expensive tiles. You could add inexpensive 
shelving for storing toys or hobby materials. 


Make the floors shine. Your floors may need only clean- 
ing and polishing. Or they may need refinishing, too. 
Also, nail down any creaking boards or stair treads. 
Even buyers who say they’re willing to take an old house 
and fix it up, really don’t expect to do much. One couple 
offered their spacious older home at a low price, but a 
tilting kitchen floor discouraged buyer after buyer. Fi- 
nally, the owners put down underlayment to even out the 
floor, and new tile over it. The house sold immediately. 


Order a termite inspection. In some areas, sales are 
conditional on a termite inspection. It costs about $15 
and it’s worth having before you offer the house. If your 
house passes, you can list it with a termite guarantee. 
If not, you have time to shop for repairs. Because one 
owner investigated early, he was able to select a reliable 
contractor to do the necessary work on the basis of es- 
timates that ranged from $350 to more than $1,200. 


Determine the right price 


Naturally you want top price. But pricing your house 
too high or putting too high a tag on improvements you 
made will delay your sale. And you'll need to satisfy a 
mortgage appraisal, especially if your buyer seeks a VA 
or FHA loan. Here’s how to gauge the market value. 


SHOP YOUR COMPETITION 


Inspect comparable homes for sale in your area, in- 
cluding new ones. That’s your competition and buyers 
who look at your house will be looking at them. People shy 
away from a house if others near by are priced lower. 

Another way to learn recent sale prices is to visit your 
courthouse. The clerk can show you how to find docu- 
ments relating to houses you know were sold recently and 
how to compute the sale prices from the tax stamps. 

In judging comparable value, consider location, too. 
The same 1-story, 3-bedroom house may sell for 
$16,000 in one part of town, $17,000 in another. And 
even cold-blooded appraisers will place extra value on 
good, high quality landscaping of the property. 


GET A WINDSHIELD OPINION... 


You can get an opinion from an experienced local real- 
tor—it’s known as a “windshield appraisal.” Actually, 
it’s more thorough than that, and includes a close look 
at the interior. In some towns, the Real Estate Board will 
send a committee of realtors to evaluate the house. They 
usually know local market conditions, how much houses 
like yours in a comparable area brought, and what the 
current market will stand. Usually they’ll suggest an 
“asking”’ and a “‘taking”’ price. 


A FORMAL APPRAISAL... 


If you want to be very sure of 
your value, you can get a formal 
appraisal that takes into account 
such factors as replacement cost 
less obsolescence and deprecia- 
tion, and the trend of the neigh- 
borhood. It may value your home 
lower than an “opinion,” which is 
basically an estimate of what your house can bring on to- 
day’s market. Appraisals cost anywhere from $25 to $100, 
depending on region and your home’s size and value. 
Lenders, real estate boards, or local FHA and VA of- 
fices can suggest a qualified appraiser. Membership in 
the American Institute of Real Estate Appraisers or the 
Society of Residential Appraisers is an additional as- 
surance of an appraiser’s competence. 


~-OR A MORTGAGE APPRAISAL 


You can ask a local lender for his appraisal for mort- 
gage purposes, or you may request an appraisal from the 
VA or FHA if you think your buyer will want a loan guar- 
anteed by one of these agencies. This type of appraisal 
will cost you from about $20 to $35. 

A bank’s appraisal will tell you whether that bank is 
interested in making a loan on your house, and how much 
it will lend. A VA appraisal will specify the highest 
amount you can charge and still sell the house to a veter- 
an with a GI mortgage. If you request an FHA appraisal, 
you'll get back a “‘conditional commitment” specifying a 
valuation for your guidance only. 
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What about bargaining leeway? 


Sometimes a realtor may flatter a seller by suggesting 
a higher price than the actual value. But if you want 
action, you must price realistically. Sellers often try to 
price their houses thousands of dollars above a realistic 
level. Then, invariably they must reduce—having lost 
many chances to sell in the meantime. 

Conservative realtors often suggest you allow a mar- 
gin for bargaining between the ‘‘asking” and “taking” 
prices, but prefer that the margin be not much more than 
$1,000 to $1,500 for medium-price ($15,000-$22,500) 
homes. Realtors will accept a listing about ten per cent 
higher than what they think the house will sell for, or even 
more. But they’ll expect to take longer to move it. 


Include equipment or sell separately? 


Many sales are lost because sellers want prospects to 
buy equipment, too. While carpeting or appliances in 
good condition can be included in the price, you run the 
risk of the prospect’s feeling he’s being forced to pay for 
something he doesn’t want. It’s safest to say that such 
items can be included at a reasonable price. Or, if they 
are worn or out of style, use them as a bargaining point 
to offer free if there’s resistance to your price. 

Depending on local custom, certain attached equip- 
ment such as blinds, and in some areas the range, will 
stay with the house. In the case of window fans, room 
air conditioners, or bookcases attached to walls, mis- 
understanding often arises. You can avoid bickering if 
you make a list of what stays and attach it to the “‘bind- 
er’’ or receipt for the deposit. 





TRADE IN YOUR HOUSE? In some areas, build- 
ers and realtors offer trade-ins on houses, just as 
you trade one car for another. Trade-ins are espe- 
cially prevalent in California, Texas, other parts of 
the Southwest, and some Midwest cities. 


Trade-ins are most useful to families seeking 
larger homes in the same area. They’re difficult on 
an interstate basis. A trade-in eliminates concern 
over how to get the cash out of your old house to 
buy a new one, or worry over having to move to 
temporary quarters between selling and buying. 
But you’re limited to a builder or realtor who will 
agree to a trade-in, and also, may have to accept 
less than on a direct sale. Since the builder or real- 
tor will have to fix up the old house and undertake 
the resale, the practice is to allow you 80 or 90 per 
cent (occasionally more) of the appraised value. 


The 1959 housing law includes a provision that 
permits a builder (from whom you want to buy a 
new house) to go to FHA and negotiate a loan, up 
to FHA maximums, to buy your house. He then 
rents or sells it, without tying up his own money. 


A variation sometimes arranged by realtors is 
the “‘guaranteed resale’’ arrangement. Here’s how 
it worked for one family: They needed a larger 
home, and found one for $22,500. Their old house 
was worth $18,500; the realtor made a deal to take 
over the old house for $17,500 if it weren’t sold 
within 90 days, and for more than the $17,500.

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How a realtor can help 


You can, of course, sell your own house. People do it 
every day. Or, you can enlist the help of a realtor to do 
the work for you. Realtors’ fees are usually 5 per cent 
of the sale price—when the title is closed, not in advance. 
Some charge 4, or even less in big cities, especially for 
costly properties. In a few areas the fee is 6, and for rural 
properties up to 74-10 per cent. 

To help you decide whether or not to use a realtor, 
check this list of things he can do for you: 


I Advise you on market conditions and price. 

2 Offer hints on the appearance and any prepara- 
tions of your house that may be necessary. 

33 Pre-select buyers in order to find the most likely 
candidates. (A realtor can better determine their 
financial suitability than you can.) 

4 Help you negotiate on price. (You may feel in- 
sulted by low offers, or lack bargaining skill. A 
realtor will seek a meeting ground.) 

% Advise the buyer on financing. Most realtors have 
contact with lending companies and will help your 
prospect find one where he can get a mortgage. 

6 Guard you against pitfalls concerned with the 
binder, mortgage, and sales contract. An expe- 
rienced realtor can iron out ordinary difficulties 
such as who pays the closing costs and mortgage 
expenses, what equipment stays, the possession 
date, and when the buyer may visit his new home 
in the meantime. 


Three ways to list your home 
PHE OPEN LISTING 


This gives each realtor with whom you list the right to 
sell your house at full commission to him. You can list 
with as many as you like, and try to sell it yourself at 
the same time. The realtors advertise and work on it as 
much or as little as they choose. Since the selling realtor 
gets the commission, all try to sell it first. 


THE EXCLUSIVE LISTING 


This gives a realtor sole right to sell your house. In 
this plan, it’s best to have a written agreement defining 
the duration of the exclusive contract, as well as the price, 
terms, and the extent of the sales effort, including adver- 
tising. If other realtors want to show the house, they 
must work through the exclusive realtor. 


PHE MULTIPLE LISTING 


In this plan, all members of an association or real 
estate board exchange listings and have the right to sell 
your house. This gives your property both the personal 
attention of an exclusive listing, and the wide promotion 
of an open listing. Also, a realtor in this plan has a good 
grasp of current selling conditions. 


How to select a realtor 


When you select a realtor, you’ll want some assurance 
of his competence and reliability. All states require that 
real estate brokers be licensed except New Hampshire, 
where licensing is voluntary. A license is one check for 
you; another is your bank, chamber of commerce, or 
Better Business Bureau. Real estate brokers who are 
members of local real estate boards—and through them 
the National Association of Real Estate Boards—-use the 
word “‘realtor’’ to designate their membership. 











Have the information buyers want 


Prospects who visit your house will be full of ques- 
tions, especially if they are really interested in it. You 
can usually win their confidence and often actually expe- 
dite the sale of your house by having the information 
they want readily available. This is very important if 
prospects will be coming when the man of the house isn’t 
home to help answer their questions.

Keep a tax record of your sale 


If you sell your house and buy another at a higher 
price within a year (18 months if you’re building), you 
are not liable at this time for income tax on any profit 
you made on your former house. Also, you’re permit- 
ted to deduct your fixing-up and decorating expenses, 
commissions, legal and advertising expenses from the 
sale price of the house you sold. The net amount re- 
maining is called the ‘adjusted sales price.” 

It’s important to keep a written record of all these 
expenses plus receipts or cancelled checks for the work 
done, because the adjusted sales price is what deter- 
mines whether you owe any tax, and if so, how much. 
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Use showmanship in selling 


With your home spruced up as if for a party, your 
price realistically established, and you armed with all the 
facts, there’s only one more bridge to cross—finding and 
convincing the prospect. Here are some of the techniques 
used by successful realtors. 


' In preparing an ad, you need an interest-exciter. Rather 
than merely listing the usual rooms (every house has a 
kitchen), pick out the outstanding features. Successful 
“‘exciters” include an eat-in kitchen, large closets, shade 
trees, extra baths. In general, a classified ad should be 
written to appeal primarily to a woman. 


“ In showing the house, don’t announce “This is the liv- 
ing room.” Instead, point out features that aren’t ap- 
parent and play up the good points of the room. 


Give your prospects plenty of time; don’t hurry them 
through. The longer they stay, the better your chances. 


Tailor your sales appeal to the needs of the prospect. 
If your house is small and a younger family is interested, 
point out the work-saving features such as a downstairs 
lavatory or an indoor play area. 


** Be willing to show the house even to doubtful prospects. 
One woman, who insisted she would only rent, bought a 
house within an hour because it suited her so well. Also, 
buyers who say they must have two baths or a den often 
wind up buying a house with one bath, or no den. 


OTHER SHARP SELLING IDEAS 


Here are some ideas that may help you. Each one has 
been tried—and each one was successful. 


” One family painted all rooms white. This made them 
look larger and removed any chance that prospects 
might object to a particular shade. The, buyer could 
change any room te any color with one coat of paint. 


” One woman had all figures covering mortgage, taxes, 
heating, and so on, listed in a netebook with the suppli- 
ers’ and banks’ names and addresses. Another man 
mimeographed these facts to give to prospects. 


” It often pays to take ads in inexpensive local weeklies 
as well as in city dailies. The ads will reach the good 
prospects who are already in your area, some of them 
probably renting their homes. 


” Good schools today are an important value in a house. 
One woman took her prospect to the excellent neigh- 
borhood school to meet the princi- 
pal. The buyer was able to see the 
size of classes, the equipment, and 
the quality of instruction. 


One couple listed $7,000 in extras, 
and showed that even the $2,000 cost 
of adding a second bath would leave 
the buyer $5,000 ahead. The extras 
included the established lawn, trees and shrubs, fencing, 
outdoor barbecue, finished recreation rooms, water sof- 
tener, and all-year storm windows. Add up all the extra 
values in your house (but don’t overstate them).

Then they discour- 
age families with children in school, those who can 
rarely leave home in the winter. 

But luckily the rules aren’t as limiting as they seem; 
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its graceful and unhindered beauty, but on the desert you come to admire it for naked determination. 


the man who made them up likes to deny it, but they 
work just as well in reverse. Arizona offers a choice be- 
tween complementary vacations: the northern plateau 
in warmer months or the southern desert in winter. If 
your family can’t get free for the latter, just turn the 
rules upside down. Chop off the bottom half of your 
road map and go in the summer instead. You'll still 


enjoy a good visit. The insurance man, should he scoff 


at your choice, is merely expressing a preference. And 
even he doesn’t love Grand Canyon less; he loves the 
desert more. He’s stuck on the place. 

So are a lot of people. The population of Phoenix has 
more than tripled since 1950 and will double again 
within five years. Each month brings 3,000 new set- 
tlers. At least one home builder there has joyously re- 
ported a dozen sales in a single day. (A cartoon shows 
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the City Limits sign on wheels, so fast has land been 
annexed.) And in Tucson, the desert’s next most popu- 
lous city, expansion is almost as rapid. As for tourists, 
who can keep track of them all? Over 3,000,000 were 
counted just near Phoenix one year, but that’s cer- 
tainly an outdated figure. 

What accounts for this sudden invasion? Why do 


these people come? For several reasons, as we shall see

Figurines with flowers 


A delightful companionship is 
bound to evolve when you team 
figurines and flowers. The result 
can be original and exciting be- 
yond expectation. Use them like a 
master storyteller introducing his 
characters—to advance the theme 
of your flower arrangement. 

When you include a figurine in 
an arrangement, you should be 
sure that, regardless of price, it has 
intrinsic merit. If the quality is 
poor, it can only detract from the 
total effect of beauty you wish to 
create. Once an arranger has dis- 
covered the new dimension figu- 
rines afford, there'll be new pleas- 
ure in this challenge to designing 
skill. For the results, when success- 
ful, are a reward in themselves. 
You can create varied and exciting 
effects, or point up the spirit of a 
festive occasion with far greater 
ease when you work with figurines 

the mood of a spring morning, 
the quiet of a small grotto. 

You'll find figurines in the most 
unexpected places—an attic, a 
thrift shop, or a variety store may 
yield a rich treasure-trove. Here 
are nine important tips you'll find 
invaluable in the co-ordination of 
flowers and figurines. 


1. When you use a figurine, plan 
to use fewer flowers. 

2. Large figurines from 18 to 26 
inches tall can be used in two ways. 
At the end of your dining table, try 
backing them with greens 1144 
times taller than the figure. Or use 
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low flowers around it. (See Saint 
Francis picture on page 67.) 

3. Small figurines are appropri- 
ate alone, or in pairs placed to- 
gether or on either side of flowers. 

4. They'll achieve new impor- 
tance and unity when placed on 
mats, lacquer stands, or wood bases. 

5. Flowers and figurines should 
complement each other. Don’t let 
your figurine demand all the atten- 
tion. One of the safest ways to use a 
figurine is as an axis or point of in- 
terest. (See bird and greens on 
page 66.) 

6. When you use a figurine out- 
side a bowl, place it so it follows the 
dominant line of your arrange- 
ment, thus becoming an integral 
part of the still life. It can be placed 
at the end of a serpentine curve, or 
the outer point of a triangle. 

7. Don’t let your figurine stand 
in water. If used in a low bowl with 
floating flowers, put it on a stone, 
or a stand of another kind. 

8. The figurine should not be an 
afterthought. Begin by assembling 
container, flowers, needle holders, 
and figurine. When you work with 
all the elements from the very be- 
ginning, you’ll do better. 

9. Flower arrangements often 
can be moved from place to place 
in a home. But when you use a 
figurine as an integral part of your 
grouping, you must do so with an 
eye to its placement in a specific 
area. Choose your locale and make 
your arrangement for this room of 
the house alone.

Nor do | intend to preach to you. I don’t think alcohol by 
itself is either moral or immoral, any more than an automobile 
is. It’s the way you handle it that counts. 

[his attitude may seem lax to some people, but it has the 
backing of many church leaders. While they oppose all abuse 
of beverage alcohol, they do not insist that total abstinence is 
the only remedy for such abuse. There’s no scriptural com- 
mand requiring such abstinence in either the Old Testament 
or the New. 

Well then, you might ask yourself, why does my father— 
who’s not an abstainer himself—feel it necessary to write me a 
solemn letter about it? 

\ fair question, and I'll try to give you a fair answer. ’m 
writing this letter because | believe that any intelligent person 
about to take a gamble ought to know the odds. I think it un- 
likely that you and your friends have any such knowledge. I 
know I didn’t at your age. 

Che gamble, of course, is that once you begin drinking, you 
might wander from the ranks of the ‘“‘controlled”’ drinkers. 
Must young people, of course, are convinced that they hold 
their destinies firmly in their own hands, so you probably 
think this matter is largely up to you. But evidence is steadily 
mounting that certain people, where alcohol is concerned, 
have no command over themselves. And the crucial question 
is, how do you know you aren't one of these people? 

**Drink has taken five million men and women in the United 
States, taken them as masters take slaves, and new acquisitions 
are going on at the rate of 200,000 a year.”’ Does this sound like 
a quotation from some temperance tract? It’s from the Journal 


134 


of the American Medical Association, a publication not given 
to sensationalism. 

All right, you might say a bit uncomfortably, five million 
slaves is a lot of slaves. I don’t envy them and I certainly don’t 
want to join them. But surely the great majority of people who 
drink never become alcoholics. If I decide to drink, the odds 
are heavily in my favor, aren’t they? 

Yes, they are. Statistics on the consumption of alcohol indi- 
cate that about 75 million Americans drink in some way at 
some time. This is well over half the adult population. Three 
out of four men drink. More than half of all American women 
drink, at least occasionally. So, numerically speaking, your 
chances of becoming an alcoholic if you drink are roughly one 
in 15. 

Actually, the odds don’t favor you quite so much as that. 
Ihe figures above include people who might have only a sip of 
champagne once a year at a wedding. This, as you well know, 
isn’t the only type of social drinking you'll encounter. It might 
be fairer to peg the odds, in your case, at one chance in 10. 

These are still pretty good odds. But in any sort of gambling 
you have to keep a sharp eye on what you stand to lose as well 
as on your chances of losing it. | might be willing to risk, say, 
a hundred dollars on a wildcat stock where I have one chance 
in 6 of losing it all. But no one could persuade me, for any 
inducement, to play Russian roulette with a revolver loaded 
in one of its 6 chambers. The odds would be the same, but I’d 
be risking, not money, but my life. 


A nd that, very often, is exactly what the alcoholic loses: his 
life. Not necessarily in the biological sense of the word, but in 
the social sense: job, friends, marriage, family, children. And, 
if you like, in the religious sense: self-control, self-respect, any 
sort of worthwhile relationship with God or man. 

I’ve seen this happen to friends of mine. It’s happening to 
some of them right now. Three-quarters of all alcoholics or 
problem drinkers are between the ages of 35 and 55. I see it, 
and I assure you it’s a terrifying thing. Not just for the victim, 
but for those close to him or dependent on him. It has been 
estimated that each alcoholic adversely affects the lives of from 
seven to ten people. If so, then it can be argued that alcoholism 
is really our greatest health problem, because it’s throwing a 
quarter of our population out of balance emotionally, eco- 
nomically, or spiritually.

So the drinker may become 
more animated. But he isn’t being 
stimulated ; he’s being drugged 

Also, many people are convinced 
that you can become addicted to 
alcohol the way you can become 
addicted to cocaine or morphine 
simply by repeated exposure. But 
recent research indicates that this 
is not so. Some people apparently 
cannot become alcoholics no mat- 
ter how much they drink,

Many people believe, too, that 
even in small quantities alcohol is 
damaging to the human body. This 
doesn’t seem to be the case either. 
\utopsies on a teetotaler and on a 
man who drank a couple of cock- 
tails every night would show no vis- 
ible differences. When damage 
does occur in alcoholics, most doc- 
tors now feel, it’s largely due to die- 
tary deficiencies and other abuses 
alcoholics inflict on themselves. 

So you see, science is beginning 
to give us answers that challenge 
age-old concepts. But many ques- 
tions remain unanswered. 


| 
= a susceptibility to alcohol 
be inherited? The experts think 
not, but they aren’t sure. Certain- 
ly in some families there seems to 
be a pattern of heavy drinking. But 
this may be the result of example 
and environment, nothing more. 

What makes a drinker lose his 
tolerance for alcohol? Again, there’s 
no final answer. We know that in 
general it takes from 7 to 17 years 
for a drinker to become a compul- 
sive alcoholic. But science is still 
struggling with the basic question: 
Why this person and not that one? 

Some experts feel that the an- 
swer may be hidden deep in the 
secrets of body chemistry. Others 
believe that the basic causes are 
psychological, not physiological; 
they point out that the problem 


drinker’s resistance to strain or 
tension is always low. Still others 
believe that alcoholism is the prod- 
uct of so many complex factors— 
mental, physical, and sociological 

that we'll never be able to pin- 
point a single cause. 

In any case, the disease is still 
with us, five million cases of it, 
and nobody can tell who the next 
five million victims will be. Some 
day tests might be able to single 
out those people who, if they drink 
at all, will reach the point where 
they can’t handle alcohol. This 
will be a great day. But it isn’t here 
yet. And until it is, everyone who 
starts to drink is playing Russian 
roulette with a deadly disease. 

So think it over carefully. They 
say that many youngsters drink be- 
cause they’re great conformists, 
afraid not to do what their contem- 
poraries do. They also say that 
drinking is often a gesture of de- 
fiance. One study, in fact, indicates 
that problem drinkers are most 
often found among individuals who 
grew up in homes where liquor was 
equated with sin and therefore rig- 
idly prohibited. 

Well, maybe so. But I know 
you’re not afraid to be different, 
and I’m pretty sure you don’t be- 
long in that second category at all.

Use your sewing machine to make a patch 


quickly and easily. Here’s the how-to. 


Equipment you'll need, besides 
a sewing machine, are thread, 
scissors, chalk, and a ruler. 

If you don’t have matching 
scraps of fabric, cut a patch from 
the garment’s facing or hem. 


To make this patch, you won't 
have to rip out the trouser leg 
or the shirt sleeve. The machine 
stitches will make it sturdy. 
Working on the fabric’s wrong 
side, cut out around the tear to 
make a square or rectangle. 


Then measure in about a half- 
inch from the cut edge and chalk 
a line to guide your stitching. 

Cut into each corner of the re- 
sulting seam allowance; press it 
back at the chalk line.

Cut out a piece for the patch 
about a half-inch or inch larger 
than hole so you'll have plenty 
of fabric for easy handling. 

Fit patch to half-inch seam al- 
lowance to make a seam. Stitch 
on chalk line, leaving needle in 
fabric to turn a square corner. 


After stitching is completed, 
eliminate the wide, bulky seam: 
trim it off to about a quarter- 
inch and then press it open. 

If the material has a tendency 
to fray easily, overcast the raw 
edges of the seams, or whip them 
down inconspicuously.

High blood pressure has no miracle cure, but a number 


of medical advances have combined to limit its danger

kK or the first time in medical history there is 
really encouraging news to report to the 20 
million Americans who suffer from hypertension, 
more familiarly known as high blood pressure. 
The good news comes not in the form of any spec- 
tacular breakthrough, but in an accumulation of 
discoveries which offer most hypertensives a 
virtually normal existence. This is true even for 
victims of “malignant”? hypertension, that ex- 
plosive form of the disease which, until now, al- 
most invariably meant quick death. Victims 
still need doctoring and care, but they have hope 
of living out productive life spans in relative 
comfort. 

More progress has been made in helping the 
hypertensive in the past 10 years than in all the 
years that preceded them. New drugs and diet 
and, in rare cases, surgery—have made all the 
difference. And work in progress at various med- 
ical research laboratories offers the promise of a 
real cure in the foreseeable future. 

One of the reasons it took medicine so long to 
do anything about hypertension was the simple 
failure to recognize that it was a dangerous dis- 
ease. Until about 30 years ago, doctors believed 
that high blood pressure was often good for the 
patient. Their reasoning went like this: 

When arteries harden and thicken, there’s less 
space for blood to flow through them. This cuts 
down the normal supply going to vital organs 
especially the brain and kidneys—which, with- 
out enough blood, wither and die. To keep this 
from happening, the body responds to the chal- 
lenge by forcing more blood through the narrow- 
er passages. Higher pressure is a sign of this 
phenomenon. 


N o doctor accepting such a theory would 
think of trying to lower a patient’s blood 
pressure. But intensive studies have gradually 
proved the fallacy of this whole outlook. Doctors 
learned, first of all, that lowering the blood pres- 
sure to normal—even in a patient with arterio- 
sclerosis—does not hurt the body’s vital organs 
at all. They also found out how wrong they had 
been in assuming that arteriosclerosis was the 
cause of hypertension. 

The truth turned out to be the reverse of what 


they’d imagined. Under increased pressure, the 
walls of blood vessels grow weak and inflexible, 
with the result that they harden and thicken. So 
it’s hypertension that causes arteriosclerosis, not 
the other way around. 

Increased blood pressure also puts a much 
heavier strain on the heart. Like any overworked 
muscle, the hard-pumping heart gets larger. 
After a certain time, the enlarged heart begins to 
fail. The damage that hypertension ultimately 
does to the vessels of the heart, brain, and kid- 
neys makes it a major cause of all strokes, heart 
failure, and uremia. Thus it’s seen to be one of 
the nation’s deadliest killers—of young people 
as well as old. 

Once the lethal nature of hypertension was 
recognized, the medical profession started hunt- 
ing in earnest for remedies. Hypertensives, newly 
aware of the danger they were in, worried them- 
selves even sicker. But there was little that doc- 
tors could do to allay either their hypertension 
or their panic. There was simply no safe, de- 
pendable means of lowering blood pressure that 
would work effectively on a long-range basis. 
Even after aggressive research got under way, 
hypertension never became one of the well-pub- 
licized diseases on which a great deal of money 
and promotion are spent. 


Q) ne of the first and most direct methods for 
relieving hypertension was surgical. In an 
operation called a sympathectomy, impulses 
from nerves controlling the flow of blood into 
the limbs and abdomen were cut off. This was a 
rather painful and temporarily disabling opera- 
tion, however, and always unpredictable. It re- 
duced blood pressure to normal—but only from 
20 to 30 per cent of the time. Obviously, it was 
only a last-resort answer. 

A variety of drugs was tried. The first suc- 
cessful group—compounds like hexamethonium 
and mecamylamine—were known as “gangli- 
onic blocking agents.’? These often achieved 
chemically what the sympathectomy did sur- 
gically: they blocked the impulses in the ganglia 
of the critical nerves. But most patients who took 
enough of these drugs to do their hypertension 
any good scon began to develop alarming side 
effects—everything from respiratory disturb- 
ances to severe twitching and depression. 

Other new drugs, like hydralazine and reser- 
pine, seemed to operate [ Turn to page 144

The biggest boon for hyperten- 
sives came about a year ago in the 
form of a new drug called chloro- 
thiazide. Doctors heard about its 
use as a diuretic in treating edema, 
and noted that it seemed to sweep 
salt from the bloodstream. After 
extensive chlorothiazide 
has taken its place in the arsenal of 
weapons against hypertension. 

It does not, by itself, get rid of 
hypertension. But used in com- 
bination with other drugs—the 
ganglionic blocking agents, hydral- 
azine, or reserpine, which can now 
be cut down to small, safe doses 
it does a vastly improved job of re- 
lieving the hypertensive.

ceils some people seem more 
prone to hypertension than others, 
no one has yet devised a reliable 
hypertensive “profile.’’ The disease 
is no respecter of race, occupation, 
age, or social position. You might 
be a potential hypertensive, and, 
as such, here’s what you should do: 

1. If you don’t already have a 
physician in whom you have com- 
plete confidence, find one. 

2. Go to him for regular physical 
examinations. As a routine part of 
every checkup, he’ll take your 
blood pressure. Remember that 
“normal” blood pressure is not 
the same for everyone. So let the 
doctor decide whether or not yours 
has reached an alarming level. If 
he isn’t worried about it, don’t 
you worry about it. 

3. If you do develop hyperten- 
sion, faithfully follow your doctor’s 
advice. If your case is serious 
enough to require drugs, be pa- 
tient while he works out the right 
combination that will give you 


maximum relief with minimal side 
effects. 

4. Take care of yourself. Hyper- 
tension thrives on excess. Get 
enough rest. Exercise moderately, 
but don’t overdo it. Eat a well-bal- 
anced diet, with emphasis on qual- 
ity, not quantity. Your doctor will 
probably tell you to go easy on salt, 
to keep your weight down and 
your fat intake low. Unless you 
work like a stevedore, don’t eat 
like one. 

With a_ reasonable 
moderation in his activities, there is 
little a hypertensive cannot do. 
And one thing he can do is look for- 
ward to the day in the not-too- 
distant future when his life will be 
even easier, as more and more basic 
research work pays off in practical 
methods of treatment.

here about that part of the desert 
no man has presumed to improve 
upon. This is the country that 
hasn’t changed since Coronado 
marched across it 420 years ago, 
leading his army north out of Mexi- 
co to seek the Seven Gold Cities of 
Cibola—and which Indians, who 
provided him greeting, had been 
guarding for thousands of years. 
(The continent’s oldest known 
civilization was dug from these 
sandy hills.) This is that same hard, 
dry terrain where prospectors, 
heading west to the gold fields, dis- 
covered death by dehydration 
the territory Johnny Ringo roamed, 
offering to convince anyone who 
might doubt it that two six-guns 
would beat four aces. 

It is a tough land, made famous 
by rugged men. Who hasn’t heard 
of the Earps and the Clantons and 
their gunfight at O.K. Corral? 
What youngster needs to be told 
today about Doc Holliday or 
Billy the Kid, Bat Masterson or 
Luke Short? In Tombstone, when 
men weren’t digging for silver, 
they spent much of their time dig- 
ging graves. Clay Allison’s custom, 
when he found someone he dis- 
liked, was to help that man scoop 
out a grave, then provoke a knife 
fight down inside; the winner 
would finally emerge by himself, 
grab a shovel, and fill the hole up 
again. 

For vacationers who enjoy savor- 
ing the past, a lot of that Old West 
still stands. The O.K. Corral is 
open for tourists, and elsewhere in 
Tombstone today you can see, much 
as carousing gunfighters left them, 
the original Bird Cage Theater and 
the courthouse where outlaws stood 
trial. On near-by Boothill Ceme- 
tery, weatherbeaten grave mark- 
ers, now slightly askew, preserve 
the grim humor of those raw years: 
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HERE LIES 
LESTER MOORE 
FOUR SLUGS 
FROM A .44 
NO LES 
NO MORE 

It is sometimes said that tele- 
vision writers have distorted the 
events that took place here, that 
the escapades of those cowboy 
heroes weren’t actually that wild. 
But to hear an Arizonan tell it, 
they were really quite a bit wilder. 
Pride over its elaborate lawlessness 
is a state tradition. In 1882 an 
Eastern newspaper announced to 
its readers with alarm that one 
Wyatt Earp, a Deputy United 
States Marshal in the outlaw com- 
munity of Tombstone, Arizona, 
had been discovered, miraculously 
alive, with 19 bullets in his body. 
Appalled by such slipshod report- 
ing, the Tucson Star set the world 
straight: 

“Pshaw, this is not half nor a 
twentieth part. The Marshal had 
57 bullets extracted and it is be- 
lieved there is about a peck yet in 
his body. Only a short time ago a 
cowboy had a Henry rifle rammed 
down his throat and then broken 
off; he spit the gun barrel out with 
the loss of only a tooth. It is stated 
as a fact that more than four-fifths 
of the inhabitants of the district 
carry one or more bullets in their 
bodies. One instance is of record 
where birth was given to an infant 
who came forth armed with two 
bowie knives, and a cannon 
strapped on his back. Everybody 
goes armed, men, women, and 
children. Every house has port- 
holes from which the cowboys are 
shot down. It is a great place for 
suicides; if a fellow wants to die 
with his boots on, he just steps out 
on the street and yells out ‘you’re

another,’ and immediately he 1s 
plumped through from all sides 
with a shower of bullets. Sports 
play at cards with a knife in the 
left hand and a six-shooter in the 
right It is no uncommon occur- 
rence to see 20 men dumped out of 
a card room in the morning, and 
pitched down some mining shaft 
where the ore has petered out.”’ 

Those old-time renegades would 
find it hard to believe, but today 
besides wanting to show their kids 
cowboy playgrounds, people come 
here for their health. The same 
newspaper that reported, in more 
reckless times, that “‘a man with 
good luck and extraordinary vi- 
tality may manage to keep out ol

to 100 for Miami and 181 for Los 
Angeles. The city enjoys sunshine 
during 85 per cent of all daylight 
hours, yet still finishes second to 
Tucson’s 86. By contrast, St. Louis 
has 61 per cent, and Cleveland 
only 50. In November, Phoenix 
is warmer than Mexico City. In 
February, it's warmer than Rome. 
In May, its warmer than Paris. 


(Admittedly, it sometimes gets too 
warm—from Memorial Day, say, 
to October. An old Arizona story 
gives some idea what it’s like in the 
summer: “‘It is said that a wicked 
soldier died here and was con- 
signed to the fiery regions below 
for his manifold sins; but, unable 
to stand the rigors of the climate, 
sent back for his blankets.”’) 


a) 
1 ucson, largely because of its 
greater altitude, tends to be slight- 
ly cooler than Phoenix, and gath- 
ers a little more rain. But to make 
further distinctions in climate is to 
find yourself caught up in quib- 
bling. Suffice it to say that each 
inch of the desert—every swim- 
ming pool, every cactus—is lap- 
ping up that bountiful sun while 
Chicago, say, or New York City, is 
ankle-deep in snow. Winter tem- 
peratures of 70 are not uncommon, 
and people have lived here a dozen 
years without ever wearing an 
overcoat or having to buy an um- 
brella 

Of course, thermometer read- 
ings and rainfall charts don’t go 
far in conveying a climate. There's 
always a central quality that 
eludes the statistician’s grasp. Lo- 
cal promoters use the slogan 
“Where Summer Spends the Win- 
ter,”’ but that doesn’t do the job, 
either. A March afternoon in 
Scottsdale bears little resemblance 
to a July afternoon in Detroit. For 
one thing, the warmth is eternally 
dry; there’s none of that oppres- 
sive mugginess that spoils a hot 


day on the lakes. So low is the 
humidity, in fact, that rain has 
been known to fall over the desert 
but not on it, the water completely 
evaporating before finishing its fall. 

A somewhat closer comparison 
might be to a rainless week in 
spring. Desert air has that ingra- 
tiating warmth that doors up 
North are left open to, as a first 
sign that winter is past. It has 
whatever quality it is that sends 
homeowners, consciously jacket- 
less, out to poke around in their 
flower beds. 

And yet it isn’t obtrusive. Up 
North, spring calls attention to 
itself, but desert weather (except 
for flash summer rain storms) sel- 
dom feels the need to show off. 
Seasons arrive so casually that 
their entrances go almost un- 
noticed. No flaming leaves an- 
nounce the autumn, no robins 
herald the spring. Like an artist 
working with consummate skill to 
keep his technique hidden, nature 
does the job so effortlessly that, im- 
probable though it may seem to 
outsiders, natives sometimes take 
it for granted. ‘‘ What weather?” a 
man says, caught off guard. That’s 
how close it comes to perfection. 

For the moment, let’s assume 
these prospects sound appealing 
and you schedule a desert vacation. 
Now, where can you stay? In fron- 
tier times, there wouldn’t have 
been much choice. Accommoda- 
tions then were so few and so poor 
that most men had to settle for a 
“Tucson bed’’—meaning they lay 
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outside on their stomachs and cov- 
ered themselves with their backs. 
But again there’s been quite a 
change. Today there are so many 
good facilities, and their number 
is growing so fast, that it would be 
madness in these few paragraphs 
to attempt an enumeration. Turn 
your back on the place for a week 
and there are ten new resorts you 
don’t know about. 

Probably your best bet is to com- 
pare listings in those thick, and ap- 
proximately up-to-date accommo- 
dations pamphlets that Chambers 
of Commerce eagerly supply with- 
out charge. Address an inquiry to 
any tourist center and within a 
few days your mailbox will bulge 
with detailed information on its 
facilities. 

But even without such guidance, 
you can indulge in certain antici- 
pations. Prices, for instance, will 
be moderate (as vacation spots go 
these days), but for those who feel 
impelled to splurge there are the 
usual expensive exceptions. Reser- 
vations are normally required, and 
some resorts limit your stay. (This 
isn’t rudeness, but a frantic effort 
to make room for everybody.) The 
range of accommodations is wide: 
lodges, guest ranches, inns, hotels, 
mineral baths, trailer parks, apart- 
ments, motels, dude ranches, pri- 
vate rooms. . . plus a few I’ve for- 
gotten. And facilities, for those who 
want them so, are as plush as the 
pricetag allows. 

Which brings us to the central 
question of whether it’s plushiness 


you're after. If it is, if you’re look- 
ing for what might be found in 
Miami, or Palm Springs, or Ha- 
vana—a setting of natural lavish- 
ness with plenty of tinseled diver- 
sions—you can easily find that, 
too, especially in the Salt River 
Valley. Phoenix and the smaller 
resort towns near by have all the 
refinements you could ask for—yet 
in no way have they gone honky- 
tonk. 

But why seek out any gaudy dis- 
tractions when their absence is the 
desert’s appeal? If you want Ha- 
vana, you can go to Havana. 
Arizona has quieter charms. To a 
number of visitors, in fact, even 
Phoenix, with its trace of luxury, 
is a good place to stay away from. 
These people choose a ranch on 
the desert because it isn’t like other 
winter resorts. } 

It has no exhausting night life, 
for instance, no social whirl to keep 
up with. Oh, now and then maybe 
a horseback ride when the moon’s 
bright enough to see by, or a chuck 
wagon dinner, or a midnight swim, 
or square dancing out on the lawn. 
But mostly it’s just friendly con- 
versation, maybe a movie at home, 
then bed. After all, you’ve come 
for the sun. You don’t want to sleep 
till noon. 

The sunrise itself, though fre- 
quently brief, is enough cause for 
rising early. Like a bare-knuckle 
fight between two rugged cowboys 
fond of the same dance-hall singer, 
it finds night and day in a brawl 
with each other, both seeking the 


desert’s affection. Their evening 
encounters attract more notice, 
but many morning battles are 
bloodier. 

During the daylight hours, of 
course, there’s no end of things to 
do. Anything you find in the sum- 
mer up North, you'll discover here 
during the winter—and not just 
those sports you’d expect on the 
desert, but fishing and boating, 
too. Few outsiders anticipate Ari- 
zona’s many lakes. 

Then, if you wish, there are 
sights to be seen: historical ruins, 
desert museums, old Spanish mis- 
sions, ghost towns. Indians per- 
form, on some reservations, their 
ancient rituals and dances. Cow- 
boys, at various times and places, 
compete in Wild West rodeos. 


[| hold the possibility 
of either snow or gold. In the un- 
likely case you get tired of the 
warmth, the Catalinas frequently 
offer relief. Cool and snow-dusted 
during the wintertime, they’re 
only a short drive from Tucson. 
The Superstitions, outside Mesa, 
are reportedly gold all year round: 
that is, some $20 million worth of 
ore is hidden there. Since nobody 
seems to hold the claim, you can 
keep it if you can find it. It’s said 
Jacob Walz discovered the gold, 
left it up in the mountains, then 
died. That was 1891, and no one 
has laid eyes on it since. And yet 
even today, occasional prospectors, 
equipped with shovels and dreams, 
can be seen trudging off toward 


those mysterious hills—and who 
knows? Maybe they’ Il find it. 

Few tourists, however, come 
searching for gold. The deser?’s less 
negotiable treasures prove more 
effective attractions. One I haven’t 
mentioned yet is the presence of 
major league baseball. Several 
teams—this year the Giants, Cubs, 
and Red Sox around Phoenix and 
the Indians in Tucson—hoid spring 
training here starting the end of 
February. A pleasant way to enjoy 
the sun is to sit in the bleachers 
watching graceful outfielders chase 
fungoes across the soft grass. 

You'll discover other pastimes 
yourself, At the airport, if you hap- 
pen to come by plane, take note of 
those tourists whose vacations are 
over, waiting to be flown back 
home. The woman with boxes 
bearing Scottsdale labels suggests 
the pleasure you'll find shopping 
there. The small boy clutching an 
autographed baseball reminds you 
that Willie Mays is in town. Those 
pointed sticks another lad holds 
indicate bullfighting down in 
Nogales; from its Plaza de Toros, 


just across the border, he’s come 


back with souvenir banderillas. 
But bullfight, baseball, or what- 
ever—nothing matches the sun. 
One glance at that man waiting 
outside the terminal, and you'll 
know why so many come back, 
Notice his air of relaxation; take 
account of his golden tan. For the 
ultimate reason, just look at his 
face, lifted contentedly one last 
time to meet the warm embrace.

Can YOUR TOWN top this? 


In cities across America, delinquency, old age, 


and discrimination are increasing, not diminishing, 


as problems. This town has reversed the trend! 


Ky Patricia and Ron Deutsch 


A, 1959 ended, the same stories that have 
marked our human failures again and again were 
repeated—the increase in juvenile crime, the 
problems of the forgotten aged, the racial con- 
flict in schools and housing. But near Los 
Angeles, in the town of El Monte, California, 
sociologists looked in disbelief at another picture. 

In El Monte, juvenile crime was down 27 per 
cent. The races were living and learning together 
in peace. The elderly were useful, happy citizens. 

**E] Monte is a new city,” said Mayor Dale 
Ingrim. “‘And behind nearly every success is one 
force—the community council.” 

In a recent senate hearing on delinquency, 
over a dozen experts offered the same solution 
for youthful crime—community councils. Cali- 
fornia’s Bureau of Criminal Statistics showed 
that in communities that have councils, juven- 
iles were made wards of the court at a much 
lower rate than for the state as a whole. 

“The council lets an ordinary citizen do 
something about his city’s headaches,” said Art 
Speer, a florist who is president of El Monte’s 
council. “It’s a way to use the combined think- 
ing of housewives and teachers, storekeepers and 
factory workers, doctors and lawyers—the entire 
town. We spend practically no money. We don’t 
ask for government handouts. We get expert ad- 
vice, but we do the job ourselves.” 

It will help to understand how the council 
operates by citing a typical case dealing with 
juvenile delinquency. 


A 14-year-old, named Tom Smith, was picked 
up for shoplifting. Charges were dropped, but 
Tom was a good bet to do it again. The juvenile 
officer brought up Tom’s case at one of the coun- 
cil’s confidential meetings. The attendance offi- 
cer reported that Tom had been playing hooky. 
A welfare official said the Smith family was often 
on the relief rolls. The school nurse said Tom 
was underweight and probably did not eat well. 
The principal had heard that Mrs. Smith was 
an invalid and could not supervise the boy. 

The committee’s family service member in- 
vestigated. She found that Tom’s father was a 
heavy drinker, his mother had arthritis, two 
younger sisters might become future problems, 
and the children suffered from continual par- 
ental quarrels. 

The Smiths then were persuaded to talk to a 
family counselor. Mr. Smith was brought into 
Alcoholics Anonymous. Arrangements were 
made for a volunteer to drive Mrs.’ Smith to 
therapy sessions at the hospital. 
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Smith, who was a skilled die-maker, had been 
reduced to taking odd jobs because of his drink- 
ing. A council member offered him a job using 
his skill full time. Tom was sent to the Youth 
Employment Service, another council idea, and 
was given an after school job for a few hours a 
a week. It gave him a greater sense of responsi- 
bility, and, just as important to a youngster his 
age, he earned enough to match the allowances 
his schoolmates received. Tom’s sisters were in- 
vited to join the Campfire Girls, and the P.T.A. 
provided uniforms. Gradually, the Smith family 
income steadied, and Mrs. Smith gained from 
the arthritic therapy. The family was on the 
mend. 


Whar do such councils cost the county? In Los 
Angeles, the entire Department of Community 
Services operates on a budget of little more than 
$2,000 annually for each council. ‘““This service,”’ 
said the California Youth Authority, “Shas doubt- 
less saved the state the cost of building several 
institutions.” 

Delinquency, once the exclusive concern of 
the councils, is now only part of their work. 
When El Monte’s in trouble, the council acts. 
When a newsboy was killed by a car, a safety 
committee was formed. There have been few 
serious accidents since. 

When people became alarmed at a rise in di- 
vorces and broken homes, the council organized 
a six-week course in family counseling that 
eventually became a full-time service. ‘“Today,”’ 
said an El Monte school principal, ‘“‘we see far 
fewer children in trouble because of marriages 
on the rocks.” 


The council takes on even more widespread 
problems. Several years back, there was a series 
of demands for civic improvements. E] Monte’s 
businessmen wanted off-street parking. City 
officials pleaded for new police and fire facilities. 
Parents demanded a recreation center for their 
children. 

Such projects take money, and El Monte is 
not a rich town. The council proposed that busi- 
nessmen support a new City sales tax. Store own- 
ers angrily replied that a sales tax would drive 
business out of the city. The council persuaded 
the businessmen to give the idea a trial. To 
further complicate things, the city of E] Monte 
had only about 12,500 people. But it was the 
center of five unincorporated areas which to- 
gether with El Monte had a population of 
100,000. [ Turn to next page

“IT get as much out of it as the 
kids,’ said a store owner.

The council invited each school 
and children’s group to send a rep- 
resentative to a youth council.

Hundreds of councils 
arise in the United States, do yeo- 
men work, but fail in part for lack 
of guidance. The sole aim of many 
such groups is to stop delinquency. 
Yet experts have seen repeatedly 
that delinquency is a product of 
many difficulties—bad housing, 
health conditions, segregation, pov- 
erty, lack of family guidance. 
“These problems are all re- 
lated,” said Paul Gruendyke of 
Community Services. ‘Usually 
you can’t beat one without beating 
the other. And this can only be 
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done by the community itself.” 

This was demonstrated when 
the El Monte council faced a racial 
problem in its Mexican settlement, 
which then was largely a slum area 
called Hick’s Camp. Few of the 
children spoke good English. Few 
passed the sixth grade. Many were 
police problems. 

While the council was. still 
young, the people in the settlement 
were urged by a Los Angeles re- 
form group to sue for school inte- 
gration. The council recognized 
that the source of trouble was that 
Hick’s Camp and the rest of El 
Monte were two separate worlds. 
At a council meeting, Father John 
Coffield, priest to the parish in 
Hick’s Camp, suggested that the 
council get to know the people in 
the settlement. 

The ladies of Father Coffield’s 
church invited the council, along 
with the city officials and other key 
citizens, to a luncheon. The food 
was picturesque, the tables gay. 
Scrubbed and starched, the Mexi- 
can children sang and danced for 
their guests. When the lunch was 
over, the council voted unanimous- 
ly to ask the school board to end 
segregation. The board worked 
out a plan to integrate one grade 
at a time. 

“It may sound ridiculously sim- 
ple,” said consultant Dwight 
Ramage. “But as word of the 
lunch went through the town, the 
attitude of both groups began to 
change. Tension eased. It would be 
foolish to say prejudice was gone. 


But each group had decided to 
give the other a chance.” 

Said a school board member, 
“After a few years, Mexican- 
American children appeared in 
the upper grades for the first time. 
They began to play on school 
teams and even win offices. Not 
long ago we were all very proud 
when our first Mexican boy went 
on to college.” 

The incident sparked other re- 
forms. Gradually, the 
Hick’s Camp _ disappeared—not 
because of a low-cost housing pro- 
gram, but because the people 
found acceptance and improved 
their economic condition. 

Community Services has a team 
of three experts on racial problems, 
which has since become the Com- 
mission on Human _ Relations. 
“‘When racial troubles threaten.”’ 
said Commission secretary John 
Buggs, “we find we can often nip 
them in the bud by using the coun- 
cil idea—by getting the communi- 
ty to inform itself and take a calm 
look at the problem, then work 
out its own solution.” 

This approach proved to be 
sound in El Monte’s neighboring 
town of Basset when a young Negro 
family moved into the community. 
There were fears of falling real- 
estate values and lost prestige. 
Then there were threats and angry 
meetings. Reporters turned out to 
cover what they felt would become 
a race riot. 

With the guidance of a field con- 
sultant, a Human Relations Com- 


slums of 


mittee was quickly formed from a 
group of Basset citizens. The coun- 
cil invited community leaders, in- 
cluding the Committee’s key peo- 
ple and leaders of a strong anti- 
Negro faction, to a special meeting. 
First, the legal side of the ques- 
tion was discussed. Under the law, 
a family can live where it chooses. 
A documentary film was shown by 
county experts. Statistical studies 
proved that unless panic selling 
began, real estate prices would 
hold when Negroes moved in. 


Putin, no one expected to banish 
prejudice. But Basset’s Human 
Relations Committee, working 
with the council, sought to keep 
peace through the voluntary ac- 
tion of the town’s people. As the 
committee spread the facts and the 
council backed it up, the tension 
died down. 

“No orders had been handed 
down,” said a member of the coun- 
cil. “‘We just decided as a com- 
munity how we ought to behave.” 

The sharp outburst of trouble 
had aroused animosity toward the 
many racial groups living in Bas- 
set. The new Human Relations 


Committee sought a way to re- 
store understanding. 

Just four months after the Negro 
family moved to Basset, some 20 
local groups joined to hold an In- 
ternational Fair. On Washington’s 
Birthday, the elementary school 
grounds were transformed. On a 
makeshift stage, Japanese children 
danced in kimonos, and there were 
songs from Ireland, Italy, Israel, 
Mexico, and China. 

There were dozens of concessions 
—from the P.T.A.’s broiled ham- 
burgers to Chinese fortune cook- 
ies. Russians explained their cus- 
toms, Mexican wares were shown, 
and a rabbi answered questions 
about Judaism. The father of the 
Negro family served as official 
photographer, and his wife ran the 
information booth. 

“We were proud of what hap- 
pened in Basset,’’ said El Monte’s 
council president Art Speer. “It 
was a real show of what a com- 
munity council could do. Some re- 
porters described it a minor mir- 
acle, but we weren't too surprised. 
I guess after you’ve worked with 
a council for a while, you get used 
to miracles.”

Break your dog's bad habits 


By Marian and Kelier Breland 


, on your dog has both a positive and 
a negative side. Naturally you want to teach him 
to carry out commands—but you also must pre- 
vent and, if necessary, cure his bad habits. 

Most positive learning should take place in reg- 
ular lessons. Bad habits, on the other hand, re- 
quire a good deal of vigilance all day long—es- 
pecially when the dog is young. It’s a good idea 
to start watching for bad habits early, and to 
learn how to deal with them as they arise. Pre- 
vention is many times easier than cure. 

There are two types of bad habits, and each 
should be handled differently. The first kind 
jumping up on people, begging at the table, get-

jump up, immediately withdraw your hand and 
wait until he’s sitting or standing again. 


If he jumps up on people regularly, raise your 
knee and sharply catch him in the chest when he 
does it. Say “no” loudly and firmly. This will 
throw him off balance, yet won't hurt him. 


ting on guests’ laps—is produced by improper 
“reinforcement” on the part of humans. You re- 
inforce a bad habit when you permit it to occur 
or possibly even reward it in some way. Many 
habits can be controlled by prompt action, and 
they’ll have little tendency to happen again. 

But even if accident or a lack of foresight re- 
sults in a habit taking hold, all is not lost. Even 
the worst habits can gradually be extinguished 
if the reinforcement is stopped. A strongly estab- 
lished habit may simply need some punishment 
to help it on its way out. 

The best maxim to remember in dealing with 
a bad habit is, ‘‘ Never reinforce it.’’ Look ahead 
to see what you want your dog to be like. If, for 
example, you want him to beg, go ahead and 
drop tidbits to him from the table. He will learn 
remarkably fast. If you would rather not have 
him hanging around at mealtime, don’t let the 
habit get a start. The choice is yours. 

The second type of bad habit might be termed 
‘self-reinforcing.’ This kind doesn’t need to be 
rewarded by people, but is so rewarding in itself 
that the dog will keep at it unless he is prevented. 
Most habits fall in this hard-to-handle class, but 
each can be nipped in the bud. 

Self-reinforcers include chewing on things, 
chasing cars, running after other dogs, going in- 
to forbidden areas, digging up shrubbery, get- 
ting onto furniture, and sustained barking. All 
these activities are so naturally pleasurable for 
your dog that you must call a definite halt to 
them in language the dog can understand. 

The real answer to breaking a dog’s bad habits 
lies in your own watchfulness. If they are never 
allowed to take hold, habits will not be reward- 
ing to the dog and [ Turn to page 160

therefore will never become an- 
noying to you. Your extra watch- 
fulness when the dog is young will 
pay off many times over in valua- 
ble possessions not chewed up, and 
visitors not knocked over by an im- 
petuous adult dog. 

Whether you are preventing a 
habit from forming or curing an 
already established one, there is 
one primary command you must 
teach your dog. He has to learn the 
meaning of the word “no.” It is 
simple to teach, and your sym- 
pathy for him must not blunt the 
message. 

Timing is the most important 
part of teaching “no.” Try to 
catch the dog at the beginning of 
his misdeed. Say no at the split 
second that he starts to do the 
wrong thing. 

Never call your dog to you and 
punish him when he comes. If he is 
at some distance, go to him if nec- 
essary, or punish him at a distance 
by forceful scolding. 

Don’t sell short the use of your 
voice in punishment. Keep it loud, 
clear, and scolding in tone. Make 
sure the dog hears it (shout if you 
have to). The aim is to startle him, 
not to hurt him. A loud shout is 
often punishment enough for a sen- 
sitive dog. Often he will stop what 
he is doing and show you by his 
submissiveness and guilty look that 
he knows he has been punished. 

This kind of lesson may ‘“‘take”’ 
without a repeat. However, if your 
dog is spunky, curious, or relative-

ly insensitive, he will jump, per- 
haps cringe a bit, then look at you 
and in a few minutes continue his 
bad manners. Then you must catch 
him in the act and shout “‘no!” 

If you have to say no a third 
time, combine it with a sterner 
step. Say no, stamp the floor or 
ground, and use some physical 
punishment like whacking him with 
a rolled newspaper. Make sure the 
punishment fits the dog, not the 
crime. A dog who puts his tail be- 
tween his legs and runs away when 
he is scolded has probably been 
punished too severely in the past. 
Next time, tone down your voice. 

In breaking a dog’s bad habits, 
especially in his early life, be care- 
ful not to leave temptation in his 
way. It is far kinder to put him ina 
yard or a small room by himself 
with his toys and his own bed— 
where he can do no mischief and 
come to no harm—than to let him 
roam the house alone and get into 
trouble that may cost money to re- 
pair and pain to the dog. 

Furthermore, a dog who has had 
things his own way while the family 
is gone may act on the principle 
that he can get away with all man- 
ner of misdeeds while no one is 
around. The result may be that 
the dog behaves perfectly only 
when people are watching him. 

Most of a dog’s behavior is a 
direct result of your encourage- 
ment and reward. Be sure you bend 
his young will in the right direction 

for his sake and yours!

A miter box corner-clamp is an in- 
expensive tool that will help you 
cut exact miters easily. Use a dove- 
tail saw or back saw for cutting. 

A complete set, consisting of three 
corner-clamps and one miter-clamp, 
will take most of the problems out 
of your picture framing. 


To adapt lumberyard molding for 
use in a picture frame, nail and glue 
a thin wood strip on the back, 4- 
inch from the inside edge. 

This takes the place of the rabbet 
on standard picture frame molding. 
Put this strip on before you cut the 
miters, for a neater job. Set your 
combination square at 14-inch, as 
shown, to space the strip. 


Clamp and glue the frame together 
as shown here, fitting two opposite 
corners first. If the | don 
come together well, cl a fo 
piece of sandpaper in the joint a 
slide it back and forth to true 
two miters simultaneously 

Small brads through the joints 
add strength to the frame. Drill 
pilot holes to prevent splitting. 
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Cutting a mat for picture mounting takes 
a steady hand. Buy regular picture mat 
(white inside as well as on the surface). 

Cut the opening 44-inch smaller on all 
sides than your picture. Use a sharp knife 
and a straight edge, and cut a bevel about 
30 degrees from vertical. 

Tape the picture to the mat, and tape 


the mat to cardboard for mounting. 


Here's your picture almost ready for hang- 
ing. Finish the job by putting serew eyes 
in the back of the frame about one-third 
of the distance down from the top. 

Attach the wire to the screw eyes with 
enough slack so the wire comes nearly to 
the top of the frame. Bend the screw eyes 
over flat against the frame. 


Set the picture in the frame by driving 
small brads or glazier’s points into the 
frame in back of the picture mounting. 

If you don’t wish to mount the print on 
hardboard, tape it to a stiff piece of cor- 
rugated cardboard. When mounting pic- 
tures under glass, make sure both the pic- 
ture and the glass are perfectly clean. 


On frames made from pre-finished mold- 
ing, make the miters less obvious by rub- 
bing the joint with paint of the same color 
as the original finish.

With the tip of a blade of my 
pocket knife, I tenderly lifted up a 
tiny seedling. A little sliver of wood 
about the size of a match stick was 
big enough to make a hole. 

I put the tiny seedling into this 
hole. With finger tips, I gently 
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pressed soil around to firm it. Wa- 
tered carefully. Then put the pot- 
ted seedling under the fluorescent 
light. I potted up the seven. [ll 
watch them a day or two before I 
decide to go ahead with more. 


Mar. 15. This is March, all right. 
In a gale of wind, we drove over to 
Donald’s to give Nancy her birth- 
day present. Weatherman said it 
blew 69 miles an hour at times. 

I noted that Donald has been 
piling soil around the sides of his 
electric hotbed, in the new place he 
has located it. He was moaning 
that he is so busy with his work, he 
doesn’t know whether he'll ever 
be able to get it going. 


Mar. 16. Down in the basement, 
I found that those transplanted pe- 
tunia seedlings were looking O.K. 
So I filled a little flat, 
some kind of fiber, with soil. Into 
this I transplanted 35 more of those 
all-double petunia seedlings. I then 
watered carefully. 

I put the flat inside a cooky pan 
and set the whole thing on a little 
stand by a south window. 


Mar. 20. Thermometer up to 70. 
First crocus bloomed, two weeks or 
more behind schedule. Stopped at 
a nursery and picked up five new 
rosebushes. These I planted. 
Then got out the shears and be- 
gan lopping off the dead tops of my 
rosebushes. Can’t do an accurate 
job. Practically every rose on the 
place is killed clear to the ground.

I began to transplant a few of my tiny, all-double petunia seedlings. With 
finger tips | gently pressed soil around each one to firm it. 


Looks like all are dead. I know, 
from past experience, that most of 
them will put up new growth from 
below. But some will be dead. 


Mar. 22. Right on schedule, seed- 
lings of those F-1 and F-2 petunias 
and the tetra snaps I sowed are 
coming up. More space under light 
is. needed. So David installed an- 
other 4-foot fluorescent lamp above 
the basement table. I took the trays 
of seedlings out of the polyethylene 
bag and put them on the table un- 
der the lights. 


Mar. 23. By supper time I had 
the first blister of the season on my 
hand and the early vegetable seeds 
were in the ground. 


I sowed seeds of peas, lettuce, 
beets, carrots, radishes, and put in 
onion sets and plants. Before sow- 
ing the seeds, I treated them with a 
fungicide to guard against damp- 
ing-off disease in the soil. Just put 
what I could hold on the tip of my 
garden pocketknife into the seed 
packet and shook. 


Mar. 26. On this beautiful day, I 
managed to get the vegetable seeds 
sowed in the electric hotbed—cab- 
bage, tomato, broccoli, cauliflower, 
pepper, and eggplant. After sowing 
in rows, I firmed the soil with a 
piece of board, laid burlap on the 
soil, stuck in a dairy thermometer, 
watered over this, and, finally, put 
on the sash. 


Mar. 28. Off to a nursery to get 
more roses. One was Lavender 
Girl, which Maggie had seen last 
summer. Others were Garden Par- 
ty and Sarabande, 1960 All-Amer- 
ica winners. 


Mar. 30. I cleaned up all debris 
from around the roses. Then with 
a bucket of rose food and trowel in 
hand I began to give the roses their 
spring meal. Also I planted my 
new rosebushes. 

I dug goodly holes, 15-18 inches 
deep. In the bottom I worked in a 
big trowelful of superphosphate. I 
hauled in fresh soil from the vege- 
table patch to go around the roots, 
for these were going into spots 
where other roses had been. 

With my fingers, I made sure 
that soil was sifted in under the 
roots, with no air pocket left there. 
After the hole was nearly filled up 
with soil, I firmed it down with my 
feet. Poured in some water. When 
this settled, | mounded up dry soil 
around the canes, nearly to the 
tips. This I plan to leave on until 
growth starts. 

After supper, I was so tired I 
went to sleep in my easy chair as I 
tried to watch TV.

New view of windows

CONFUSED about some of the 
new fabrics? Or baffled by the type 
of windows used in newer homes? 
Here are some answers. 


Heat outlets in our baseboard will inter- 
Must we have a 
choppe d-off length? 

No, use floor length as pictured on 
page 68. Heat will rise between 
fabric and glass. Use a material 
which is not affected by moderate 
heat: cotton, polyester, nylon, ace- 
tate and solution-dyed acetate, 
rayon, solution-dyed rayon. 


Is glass fiber material heat resistant? It 
isn’t listed above. 

Yes, it has excellent resistance to 
heat, even to fire. But this sturdy 
fiber will ‘“‘abrade’’ or wear 
through at the point where it re- 
peatedly rubs against a projecting 
metal heat outlet, air conditioner. 
The remedy: hang traverse rod 
forward so fabric won't touch. 


Must draperies always be lined? Moth- 
er says that they wore better. 

No, lining isn’t necessary with new 
man-made fibers that are created 
to resist sun-rotting and fading, to 
stay crisp and unwrinkled, Another 
reason for omitting the lining: 
many drapery fabrics are wash- 
able, will drip dry. 

Do people still use both curtains and 
draperies? Our house is modern. 
Yes—two separate layers are dou- 
bly useful. Traverse curtains of 
sheer fabric will cut glare during 
day; unlined draperies can be 
pulled over them at night. Or the 
two layers might be window shade 
and unlined draperies. 


Below our picture window there are 
small ventilating windows. How can 
we get some atr without looking like 
goldfish on display? 

Again, two layers are better. Use 
floor-length traverse draperies to 
cover entire window. For nights 
when ventilators are open, use sill- 
length casement curtains or a win- 
dow shade of cloth or wood mesh. 


How can I hang drapertes uf open win- 
dows or ventilating sash are on both 
sides of the big center glass? 

Hang drapery panels on the wall, 
not on the windows, with edge just 
covering the frame. Then cover the 
picture window and_ ventilators 
with a venetian blind. Slats tilt 
you'll have both privacy and air. 


That “‘bottoms-up” window shade 
sounds perfect for a front bedroom but 
will our local man know how to hang it 
prope rly? 

Yes, most shade-makers supply the 
instructions to their dealers. But be 
sure to get “‘reversed rollers.’’ For 
example, if you want a shade that 
is two-toned with white on the 
street side and pink inside, order 
fabric long enough so that roller 
with reversed brackets can be at- 
tached just above baseboard, to 
hide sill and wall. Tack fabric to 
roller in reverse so no white shows. 
Gives a smart big-window look!

How to plant new perennials or increase old ones 


Most perennials should be divided and replanted every third or 
fourth year. Uncrowded, they'll live almost indefinitely. Whether you 
set out new plants from the nursery or divisions of your own, follow the 
steps given here for best results. The chart on page 4 gives descriptions 
and preferred locations for a few of the best perennials.

To divide, slice the soil a full spade depth in a 
circle 3-4 inches wider than the old plant. Pry 
the plant out of the ground. 

Wash all soil from roots with a forceful jet 
of water. For easier handling and quick results, 
set the plant on an upturned bucket or box. 


Prepare the soil in the bed by spading six 
inches deep. If the soil is hard or cracked, add 
compost or morst peat as you spade 

Set the plants with the crown or collar just 
below soil level. Work loose soil around the 
roots and firm lightly with your hands. 


Page-2 


Cut fleshy roots with a sharp knife, making 
sure each division is a complete plant. To be 
complete, it must have roots and either stems 
and leaves, or dormant buds, 

Fibrous-rooted types may be pulled apart. 
Plant only strong plants, discard the weak. 


Fill'the hole 34 full with soil, leaving a shallow 
basin for water. Water well: then the basin 
to the top with more soil 

Mark plants with stakes until new shoots 
appear. For a more permanent record, put 


your planting plan on paper.

Even in 
the desert, he lives near enough to 
the water table to get moisture to 
keep his body from dehydrating. 

Prevent invasion of your house 
by cutting off every means of en- 
trance from the soil. Here are some 
of the steps you can take. 1) Place 
corrosion-proof metal barriers be- 
tween concrete foundations and 
sills. 2) Keep crawl spaces under 
buildings dry and well ventilated. 
3) Be sure that siding and other 
wooden structural members are at 
least six inches above the ground. 

In areas where the threat is great, 
lumber should be impregnated 
with a preservative before it’s used 
in construction. This also protects 
against dry rot and invasion by 
other pests.

In time, 
unfortunately, the termite-toxic 
materials are leached out of the 
soil by rains. Some pest-control op- 
erators guarantee the treatment for 
a specified number of years. An ad- 
vantage of soil treatment is its 
simplicity and effectiveness around 
existing structures. 

Swarming of termites around 
the house doesn’t mean that they 
have infested it, but you should call 
in an expert to investigate immedi- 
ately. Tapping and testing wooden 
parts of the house with a pen knife 
may uncover hidden nests. A care- 
ful search for plugged holes of en- 
try and mud tubes running from 
the ground to wood might also re- 
veal their presence. Cracks in con- 
crete foundations offer another 
possible route of access. 

Today, in most areas, pest-con- 
trol operators are licensed and 
bonded. These are the people to 
call on if you suspect termites.

Flying ants are sometimes mistaken for termites. Ants are, 
in fact, their fiercest enemy. Termites have thick waists; 
ants have a small wasp-like waist. 

Each has two sets of wings, but termites’ wings are all 
the same length, while ants’ rear wings are shorter and 
smaller. A termite’s head is larger, too.

Pineapples need all the sun they can get 


Twist off top of a pineapple, peel 
off the lower leaf scales to expose 
butt of the stem. Handle this one 
gently. The saw-edged leaves are 
tough if rubbed the wrong way. 


Press the exposed stem end into a 
mixture of vermiculite, peat, and 
sand. Moisten the potting mixture, 
check daily to see that it doesn’t 
dry out. All these plants like sun. 


Citrus seeds like damp—not wet—soil 


Start grapefruit, orange, or lemon 
seeds in pot filled with good potting 
soil. Cover the seeds with one-quar- 
ter inch of soil. Keep slightly moist. 
Too much water invites rot.

When plants poke through soil and 
develop leaves, thin to all but the 
strongest by snipping the others out. 
Don’t pull them out; you may dam- 
age roots of the one you plan to keep. 


More than anything, avocados need time 


Use toothpicks to suspend avocado 
seed over water in container. The 
water should just barely touch the 
seed’s bottom. And don’t forget to 
start seed with pointed end up.

Avocados are very slow. It may be a 
month before the root develops and 
tiny sprout appears.
